which Corporal Hino feels dur- 
ing the night, watches contrasts 
with ‘the dogged perseverance 
and efficiency with ‘which, he 
carries out his gruesome’ dutics 
in battle. In this, he proves 
himself. and his cohorts to be 
good soldiers first of all. They 
are human beings, too, involun- 
tary participants in a carnage 
which at times dismays them: 
but sooner or later, they become 
hardened to the tasks confront- 
ing them. . 

In some books, this effect of 
continued conflict on the minds 
of the men who are doing the 
fighting is made into a powerful 
indictment of war. “Wheat and 
Soldiers” does not go that far. 
Hino may | feel ‘indignation 
agninst wi in general, but he 
avoids any judgment. of this 
strugyle in particular. He por- 
trays an ordeal by. fire, as he 
himself experienced it; content 
with factual testimony, he 
leaves the verdict to the reader.
